To determine the existence of Army intelligence inyestigative recqrds responsive to 
your request, a check was made of the automated Defense Central Index of 
Investigations (DCI1). This index reflects the holdings of all investigative elements within 
the Department of Defense. As a result of the DCII check, no records responsive to your 
request were located. If such an Army file did previously exist, it is likely that it qualified 
for deletion from our holdings in accordance with Army Regulations governing the 
disposition of intelligence files. Screening takes place daily in the U.S. Army 
Investigative Records Repository jocated at this headquarters, and large numbers of files 
are eliminated in this routine process. 

This nb record response is made on behalf of Major General Gary W. Johnston, 
Commanding, U.S. Army Intelligence and Security Command, who is the Initial 
DenialAuthority in this matter under the FOIA. You have the right to appeal this 
response to the Secretary of the Army.
